Obsolete and 
bsolescent planes total 458 in the Regu 
w Navy and 48 in the Reserve. The 
Marine Corps has 149 planes and there 
ire 87 experimental planes. 

The appropriation of funds for the pur 
hase of SOO planes is an increase of 200 
Wer the 1939 increment. The wording 
fthe Naval Expansion Act is such that 
Olimit is placed on Naval plane strength, 
iid this strength is governed only by the 
ippropriations factor. 

Major attention has been given to the 
levelopment of offensive aircraft, oper 
iting from aircraft carriers, and to pa 
rol planes. Fighting planes, class VF, 
vhose primary mission is to attack enemy 
ireraft with gunnery and whose second 
ty nission is to attack exposed person 
fl on surface craft, have received a 
reat deal of attention. The high landing

National Guard Expands 


As National Guard units in every 
State moved this week to augment their 
personnel to a total of 235,000 men, the 
Nationai Guard Bureau announced 
definite quotas for each regiment, ending 
the custom of giving State Adjutants 
General a 10 per cent surplus to assign as 
they desired. 


Nearly every unit in the United States 
will be increased, three to full) peace 
strength -when the 45,000 enlisted men 
authorized by President Roosevelt S Sept. 
are added. Lion’s share of the increase 
goes to Coast Artillery and communica 
tions units. Some delay was experienced 
in making allotments while the General 
Staff studied the problem as to which 
units could best be enlarged 


The General Staff’s directive 
issued 26 Sept. and within 24 hours the 
National Guard Bureau had informed 
each State Adjutant General of the 
amount of his increase (printed in last 
week’s issue of the ArMY AND NAVY 
JourNnaL). By the next day, details of 
all allotments were in the mails.

Refuttng implications that the United 
States is preparing for war or that it is 
mobilizing its armed Secretary 
of War Ilarry Tl.

“As To have said many times.” Mr. 


Woodring stated, “I, too, hate and abhor 
war ond war makers. Yet Tam not un 
mindful of the serious threat to our peace 
snd security in the present European and 
Eastern situations. To my mind, 
these conditions tend to menace the very 
foundations of democratic government 
throughout the world. We cannot over- 
look, froma national and a personal view 
point, the the economic 
dislocation which is bound to be the re 
sult of a world holocaust such as has 
now been forced upon us. 

“LT know, and each of you must realize, 
that today we face a world in which con 
Hieting ideologies, racial  antipathies, 
economic greed and territorial acquisi 
tiveness have combined to jeopardize the 
very peace and security of our country. 

“To make no attempt to minimize or to 
exaggerate this danger, but I do ask vou 
uod all American citizens to view the

Navy CPO Examinations 


Competitive examinations for appoint 
ment as chief petty officer in the Navy 
Will be held on 1 Dee. 1989. Commanders 
of the units concerned have been in 
structed to appoint supervisory examin- 
ing hoards to conduct these examinations

In announcing the examinations, the

The Newport News Shipbuilding and 
Drydock Co., this week began construe- 
tion on the Navy aircraft carrier Hornet, 
the vessel about whose contract a storm 
of criticism was raised.

Hawaiian Move Temporary 
The Navy Department this week cata

send aircraft and submarines to the 
Asiatic Fleet. 

Fleet training in Hawaii would have 
been undertaken, the Navy Department 
declared, even if peace had existed 


throughout the world. When the training 
is concluded, it was said, the units of the 
U.S. Fleet participating will return to 
their usual West Coast stations. The 
names of the vessels to go and their 
movements, however, will not be made 
public because of the new secrecy policy 
on ship's movements. 

Referring to the augmentation of the 
Asiatic Fleet by six submarines, a squad- 
ron of patrol planes and the aircraft car 
rier Langley, department spokesmen said 
that the submarine, as explained before, 
were replacements of wartime S-type 
ships, while the planes and carrier were 
to be stationed in the Orient as part of 
the neutrality patrol, 

The statement of Admiral Harold BR. 
Stark when he assumed office as Chief of 
Naval Operations, that no augmentation 
of the Asiatic Fleet was at present con 
templated still represents Navy policy, 
the department declared this week. 





Squalus Report Sent Here 
The report of the Naval court of in- 
quiry appointed to investigate causes of 


sinking of the submarine Squalus has 
heen completed by that body and for 


warded to the Navy Department here, it 
was revealed this week. 

Acting Secretary Charles Edison, the 
Chief of Naval Operations and other ofli- 
cials are now studying the documents, 
and it is expected that the official find 
ings will soon be made public. Because 
of the widspread interest in the sinking 
of the Squalus and in the rescue and sal 
vage operations it is fairly certain that 
the board’s report will be made a public 
document in substantially all details. 

Before adjourning its hearings last 
week, the board, headed by Rear Adm. 
William T. Tarrant, commandant of the 
First Naval District, publicly exonerated 
Lt. Oliver FP. Naquin, commander of the 
ill-fated vessel, from any blame for the 
accident.

A factor in the 
conclusions they will reach will be the tabulated results of the survey which they 
asked the Army AND Navy JouRNAL to conduct. As one of the members of the 
minority subcommittee has put it there are three phases to the problem: the effect 
on the efficiency of the military system, for which they will have to rely largely 
upon the judgment of the General Staff; the attitude of the citizens who pay the 
taxes, for the answer to which they are sounding out their constituents, and the 
attitude of the individual officers of the Army. It was to help them get an accurate 
picture of this latter phase that the minority subcommittee drafted the questions 
which the Army AND Navy JourNAL has circulated and is tabulating at its request. 
It will be recalled that the AkMy AND Navy JOURNAL in its basic survey is sounding 
out service sentiment for and against the questions of age-in-grade retirements, the 
present promotion system, forced attrition, and selection. The questions in the sup- 
plementary survey, drafted by the Minority subcommittee, offer the officers an oppor- 
tunity to express their views for the Woodring plan or for the Minority plan, and 
for or against forced retirements prior to age 64. Because a number of officers 
feel that they can not favor either of these plans, and consequently check neither 
of them, the JourNnaL in its tabulation has carried a separate column to indicate 
the number who return their cards without deciding between the two plans. The 
committee, in its deliberations, may then take into consideration the number who 
reject both proposals. Also enlightening to the committee will be the answers to 
question four: “Please note any suggestions you may wish to make with reference to 
the vitalization of the Army,” for under that category officers may express their 
approval or disapproval of certain phases of the plans or of the bills in their 
entirety. Because of the weight the members of the committee will give to the results 
of the survey which they themselves initiated and drafted, every promotion list 
officer of the Army should fill out and mail one of the blank forms (there is one 
printed on page 99 of this issue) to assure consideration being given to his views. 


IN THE SUBTLE AND EFFECTIVE WAY the President has of dealing with 
squabbles in his Administration he has ended the feud conducted by Assistant Secre- 
tary Johnson against Secretary Woodring. By his statement to the Press, in dis- 
approval of the book suggesting methods by which business should prepare for war, 
the foreword of which was written by Mr. Johnson, and by his dissolution of the 
War Resources Board, created by that subordinate during the Secretary’s absence 
at Panama, the President has manifested publicly a lack of trust in his judgment 
and conduct, and has opened the door for him to resign, or to remain in office, as he 
may see fit. Evidently, the President’s expressions of lack of confidence mean that 
the ambitions of the Assistant Secretary to obtain the war portfolio never will be 
realized. Thus ends ingloriously the campaign to bring about the resignation of 
Secretary Woodring. The single result of it is to strengthen the latter’s standing with 
the President. The Secretary has shown extraordinary patience in connection with 
his Assistant’s efforts to assume authority which belongs solely to his Chief, toward 
inspired published reports that he was to be transferred to a diplomatic post, and 
toward statements attributed to his subordinate that the latter had been promised 
the Secretaryship of War and was about to get it. Knowing in the end it would be 
his work and accomplishments that would count with the President and the People, 
the Secretary proceeded quietly in the performance of his duty. He maintained the 
closest personal as well as official relations with the General Staff. He saw that all 
matters of supply for which the Assistant Secretary is by law, responsible, were 
kept in line with the policies the President approved, He gave such sound advice 
to the President on military matters that it was invariably accepted. He made it 
t rule to make speeches only when he believed they would be timely and effective, 
and while forceful, they never irritated Congress. In fact, the Seeretary’s relations 
with the Vice President and Congress as a whole are closer, perhaps, than are those 
enjoyed by any other Cabinet member, a valuable asset which the President realizes. 
tt is a pity that Mr. Johnson, who has real ability and energy, has failed to display 
toward his Chief that loyalty, which the President regards as essential for efficient 
administration, Perhaps, the deserved rebuke Mr. Johnson has received, will cause 
him, if he continue in office, to revolutionize his conduct, and to appreciate that a 


successful administration of the Department in these perilous times will mean glory 


for all in which he will share with pride.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs The maneuvers on the diplomatic of the 
Asiatie wars are for the moment lessening the importance of the military and naval 
operations in progress. The belligerents are paying close attention to the policies the 
United States is formulating both in Washington and at the Pan-American Confer- 
ence at Panama. Those policies will exert a profound effect upon the results of the 
war, since they either will promote, or diminish, the ability of the British and French 
to fight. 

As a result of restrictions upon our freedom of the seas, which President Roose 
velt has approved, the Senate will begin on Monday the debate which the Administra- 
tion confidently expects will end in an overwhelming vote for the repeal of the 
embargo on munitions. Substituted for the embargo will be a mandatory “cash 
und carry” system for all commerce between the United States and the nations at 
war. Deeply resentful of the past attitude of the President, the German Govern- 
ment will feel further aggrieved by the American legislation. It realizes that British 
und French will have no difficulty in raising cash for all purchases... The London 
and Paris Governments are forbidden by law to float loans in the United States, 
but they can arrange for Americans to borrow from our Export-Import Bank on 
paper which they will furnish, and with the funds thus obtained, make purchases 
and transfer ownership to British subjects, who will provide transportation in British 
ships. Moreover, carriage in British and French bottoms will not require payments 
to American ships, which would constitute a sizeable drain upon the foreign ex 
changes of the two Governments. As Russia, which claims to be “neutral,” is being 
used as a supply base by Germany, the latter will not have any sound basis for com- 
plaint, because of American sales to the Allies. 

At the Pan-American conference, the program of the United States includes a 
naval patrol participated in by all nations, designed to exclude the war from our 
hemispherical waters. The patrol is to extend from the boundary of Canada ecast- 
ward and south in the Atlantic to the Straits of Magellan, and thence northward in 
the Pacifie to the Juan de Fuqua Straits. It will be conducted outside of the Islands 
belonging to the Americas, and for the United States will mean not only those of Amer 
ican ownership adjacent to the Atlantic Coast, but Puerto Rico and the Virgin 
Islands. Through this operation, the Caribbean Sea and the Atlantie entrance to 
the Panama Canal will be freed from belligerent activities. The Pacific entrance 
of the Canal likewise will be guarded through extension of the patrol west of the 
Galapagos Islands. There is no doubt the Germans planned to use their submarines, 
known to be in the Atlantie and Pacific, against British and French merchantships 
transiting the waterway. Aware of this fact, the London and Paris Governments 
are heartily in favor of the proposed patrol, whereas Germany is sharply objecting 
to it on the ground that it is unneutral and an aid to her enemies. The Pan-Amer 
ican nations, also, are determined to reiterate the principle that foodstuffs, raw 
materials and machinery, intended for civil populations and peaceful industry, 
must not be regarded as contraband. This appeals to the Germans, but is objected 
to by the British and French, who have command of the seas. It is likely the views 
of the United States in this and other matters will largely prevail, since we are 
making substantial loans to Colombia, Chile and Bolivia, and already have made 
them to Brazil. If the entire Hemisphere should agree as expected, to the American 
proposals, particularly the patrol, it follows that German attacks upon enemy ship 
ping will be limited, but there will be danger of incidents arising which may in 
volve all of Pan-America in the war. An interesting suggestion in connection with 
the patrol is that President Roosevelt is contemplating an expansion of the Monroe 
Doctrine so as to have its application extend to waters 300 miles outside of the 
shoreline of the Continents and their islands. 

The Russiti-German pact constitutes a sensational blow to the Allies. In the 
first place, it is an ultimatum to them to make peace on Hitler’s terms or take the 
consequences, Sheuld the Allies reject the ultimatum, as they say they will, there 
isa threat that Ruseia will join Germany in the war. Hither and Stalin having 
divided up Poland and Germany having recognized Russian control of the north Baltic 
it is apparent that they also have reached an agreement regarding Rumania, 
Tarkey and the Balkan states. [It would seem Stalin has no intention of departing 
from his socalled “neutrality,” for he has proposed a war-trade treaty to the British 
sovernment. THe thinks this move will cause the British to believe that he has ne 
intention of throwing his huge military machine on the side of the Germans. But 
it is not likely that the British will enter into a trade treaty with him, first because 
it wou'd be difficult for them to get goods to Russia, and second, because any goods 

hipped would become available for German use, This availability would be possible

Taking advantage 
of the escape of the Polish submarine Orzel from Tallinn, and the alleged) sink 
ing of two merchantment off the Esthonian Coast, Stalin compelled 
the little nation submit Soviet overlordship to permit) Soviet maintenance 
of naval bases and serodromes on the large islinds of Oesel and Dagoe, and the 
Baltic Port, and to accept “military assistance.” This restores to Russia the control 
of the North Baltic, and domination of the gulfs of Bosnia, Finland and Riga, 
Which she possessed under the Czar. The so-called non-ageression agreement, signed 
while the German Foreign Minister was in Moscow, means German recognition of the 
pre-World War situation. Finland and Latvia remain ostensibly independent, but 
both are flanked by Russia on land and are commanded under the new agreement 
Their fate and that of Lithuania, may easily be predicted. With German 
wequiescence they have passed under the control of Russia. Britain realizes that 
the pact is directed against her, for the first article of the agreement requires 
Esthonia assist Russin “in the event of aggression menace of aggression 
awrising on the part of any great European power.” Germany has no need of the 
Esthonian ports, because her situation in the TBraltie Sea, but they might be 
useful to British agents, and even in a remote contingency as a neutral refuge for

ambitions of Hungary to reacquire Transylvania, and Bulgaria the Dobruja. Italy

Signal Corps—- News than the General Staff and the National Guard Bureau have 
selected three communications units as the only units of the National Guard to l* 
raised to full peace strength under the 45,000-man expansion program was hailed 
with enthusiasm this week by Signal Corps oflicers. No other branch of the Arm! 
would be called upon to function at full strength earlier in time of war than the 
Signal Corps, it was pointed out by officials of that corps here, and indeed greatest 
work of that service would come immediately after mobilization, tapering off ® 
organization became effective. 

For this reason the Signal Corps should be organized practically at war stret 
in peace time, officers of that service believe. This is especially true, since no matter 
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now skeletonized the rest of the Army is, its various unit headquarters division, 
regiment, ete.—are intact, and each requires its full Signal Corps detachment, a de 
tachment Which will vary little in size, even when the unit to which it is attached is 
filled out. 

The existing Signal Corps can perform its functions with present efficiency prin 
cipally because business of the Army can be transacted for the most part with com 
munications crews working a single shift. Should an emergency arise, requiring 24 
pour eperation, each resulting shift would be too small for eflicient performance of 
duty. 

Moreover, it was pointed out, it is difficult to train men for Signal Corps work, 
especially in maintenance of complex radio or telephonic equipment. At present re 
eruits into the corps must be given preliminary instruction for periods of three to 
pine months and in some cases even longer. Such a training period would cause 
yntrained personnel brought into the corps on M-day te be ready for useful duty only 
when the greatest need for their services had passed. 

Two of the signal units being built up in the National Guard are the radio intelli 
gence Companies—one in Pennsylvania and the other in California— which were formed 
oily this spring. They are counterparts of the Regular Army's only radio intelligence 
company, also of comparatively recent origin, but regarded from its inception as an 
integral part of the Army's communication system. The other unit is a signal battalion.

Navy, Marine Enlistments—Increasing by more than 300 over last Week's total of 
new enlistments, the program for bringing the Navy enlisted strength up to par 
with the figure set by the President is accelerating. The Navy Department announced 
that for the week ending 22 Sept., 1,634 new enlistments were made. This figure 
contrasts with the 1,320 new enlistments during the first week of the drive. Re 
calistments almost doubled, jumping from 39 to 73, while the number of reenlist 
ments of broken-service men increased from 239 to 328. 


Cavalry— About 4,000 cavalrymen of the First Cavalry Division will assemble at 
‘Toyahvale, Texas, 13 Oct. for two weeks of intensive field mancuvers designed to 
test the training of the division and its fitness to defend itself against hestile attack- 
ing forces of all arms. It is possible that the number engaged in the maneuvers will 
be considerably augmented, for the Second Infantry Division has been asked to 
contribute an Infantry regiment at peacetime strength and a battalion of truck 
drawn Field Artillery. The Infantry would also be transported in trucks if they 
take part. 

Actual maneuvers will begin 16 Oct. and continue through 27 Oct. 
follow the usual pattern, beginning with deployments of small units, then of one 
brigade against the other, and finally of the division operating as « unit against a 
simulated force. In two particulars, however, the maneuvers will differ greatly from 
those recently held by the First Army. First, they will be “free” maneuvers, that is, 
euch unit will be given a situation and will then proceed to carry it out as best it 
can, without umpires interfering with the natural course of events. Second, the 
number of umpires will be much smaller than the number employed at Manassas and 
Plattsburg. There will be 21 Regular Army umpires and 42 Reserve Officers repre 
senting a variety of arms and services. 

Director of the maneuvers, chief umpire and commander of the games will be 
Brig. Gen. Kenyon A. Joyce, division commander. Lt. Col. Edwin EF. Schwien will 
be deputy chief umpire. Units to engage are the Ist Brigade, composed of the 5th 
Cavalry from Ft. Clark and the 12th Cavalry from Fts. Brown and Ringwoid; the 
2nd Brigade, composed of the 7th and Sth Cavalry from Ft. Bliss, the Sth Engineer 
Squadron (motorized) from Laredo, the S2nd Field Artillery from Ft. Bliss, and 
other attached troops. These are substantially all U.S. Cavalry troops stationed along 
the southwest border. 

The S2nd will leave Ft. Bliss 6 Oct. and march by stages to Toyalvale, while 
the 2nd Brigade will make a similar route march, beginning 2 Oct. The lth Cavalry 
will travel by rail and truck to Ft. Clark, to join the Sth regiment. and both will 
then march to Toyahvale.
